WASHINGTON, June 13.—By a

Advocates of immediate cash pay- 
ments to former service men had 
said they could muster 300 votes 


to discharge the Rules Committee, 
which, they said, would indicate 
definitely enough favorable votes 
for the bonus legislation itself to 
override a presidential veto. 

The vote today indicated, how- 
ever, that the Patman proposal 
would fall short of the necessary 
two-thirds majority by about 65 
votes. President Hoover has an- 
nounced he will veto bonus legis- 
lation this session. 

Under the resolution to consider 
the bonus tomorrow, there will be 
four hours’ debate on bonus pro- 
posals, the time to be divided 
equally between those who are for 
and those who are against the 


legislation. Five-minute explana- 
tions will be allowed for each 
amendment. 


To Substitute. 

Representative Wright Patman 
(Dem.), Texas, author of the pend- 
ing bonus bill, announced during 
debate today that he would move 
to substitute the plan of former 
Senator Robert L. Owen of Okla- 
homa. 
The original Patman plan called 
for issuance of enough new cur- 
rency to pay the 32,200,000, 000 
bonus charge without regard to 
gold coverage. The Owen plan 
calls for issuance of 3%-per-cent 
Government bonds at the same time 
the bonus currency is printed and 
distributed. These bonds would 
back the currency and would not 
be sold until the wholesale com- 
modity price level went to the av- 
erage of 1926. The Treasury would 
continue to sell the bonds as long 
as commodity prices remained 
above this level. 
In effect, the Owen plan is a 
combination of the Patman bill and 
the Goldsborough “controlled infla- 
tion” bill that recently passed the 
House and was later rejected by 
the Senate Benking and Currency 
Committee. 
Debate today was limited to 20 
uninspiring minutes. Before Pat- 
man obtained recognition to move 
to discharge the Rules Committee, 
Acting Speaker Rainey warned the 
crowded galleries that he would 
enforce the House rules against 
demonstration by spectators. The 
men’s galleries were filled with 
former service men. There was not 
the slightest sign of a commotion, 
even when the vote was announced.

Japanese, in Tiny Cage, Works 
Eight Hours in Crater 
of Kilauea.

_ HILO, Hawaii, June 13.—A Japa- 
nese descended into the Halemau- 
mau crater of Mount Kilauea yes- 
terday and recovered the bodies 
of a young Portuguese and the girl 
he killed. The Portuguese had 
leaped into the volcano with the 
body of the girl. 
The Japanese, Rikan Kunishi, 
made the descent in a tiny cage sus- 
pended from a cable stretched

PHILADELPHIA, June 13.— 
Martin Depew is on his way back 
to Kansas City today in the cus- 
tody of authorities who said he had 
admitted participating in the kid- 
naping last December of Mrs. Nell 
Q. Donnelly, dress manufacturer. 

He was brought back from South 
Africa yesterday, after a quest 
that led half way around the world. 
The automobile carrying him west- 
ward is expected jo reach Kansas 
City Thursday. 
Depew, whose real name is said 
to be Martin Deputy, fled from 
Kansas City almost six months ago, 
after Mrs. Donnelly had been re- 
leased by the gang of eight that 
had held her captive for two days 
and demanded $75,000 ransom. 
“Well, fellows, I did it,” detec- 
tives quoted Depew as saying, but 
I was led in on it at the last min- 
ute and did not arrange it; 1 didn't 
even know who was going to be kid- 
naped.” 

Will Plead Not Guilty. 
Depew told detectives that he 
would plead not guilty, however, 
and said he was not afraid, although 
he knows that kidnaping is a cap- 
ital offense in Missouri. 
“I'll probably get the noose,” he 
was quoted as saying, “but I’m not 
afraid to die.“ 
As he came down the gangplank 
of the steamer West Cawthon, De- 
pew weighed just 50 pounds less 
than on the day he fled Kansas 
City.

19, following a trail of busses on 
which Depew traveled eastward to 
Buffalo, then to Scranton and 
Bloomsburg, Pa., and finally to 
Philadelphia: and Chester,. where 
Depew bécanie a member ‘of the 
crew of the steamer City of New 
York and worked s way. to Jo- 
hannesburg, Sduth Africa, where 
he deserted the ship... . a 
When they learned he was want- 
ed here, South. Africa officials de- 
ported him as an alien and he ar- 
rived here, in the custody of two 
guards, after a month's voyage.

the delegation go on record in sup- 
port of the unanimous action of 
the New York delegation in pro- 
posing that resubmission should be 
in the form of an amendment to 
repeal the eighteenth amendment, 
and that the states should consid- 
er ratification of the repeal in 
convention and not in their Legis- 
latures. 

Fully ‘realizing that neither 
move would be successful, but with 
the view of maxing it clear that the 
election of Hye, a dry, was not the 
unanimous action of the delega- 
tion, Nagel agreed to being used to 
oppose Hyde. 

Hyde 24, Nagel 13. , 

Thirty-six of the 41 Missouri 
delegates were in attendance, or 
were representated by alternates. 
On a secret ballot, Hyde received 
24 votes, and Nagel 13, four not vot- 
ing. The vote does not indicate 
the exact delegate votes, inas- 
much as district aelegates in the 
convention will have only three- 
fourths of a vate each, delegates- 
at-large each having a full vote. 
In the delegation meeting, however, 
each counted as a full vote. 

Immediately after Hyde was se- 
lected for the Platform Committee, 
Nagel offered a motion to the ef-

Nagel precipitated a controversy 
which continued for more than an 
hour and concluded with the per- 
fectly inocuous action of the adop- 
tion of a substitute offered by Cur- 
tis by which the delegat reaf- 
firmed the action of the Republican 
State convention in St’ Louis. The 


State convention action was merely 


a declaration of the right of the 
people to change their laws and 
Constitution whenever they desired, 
and favored the calling of a na- 
tional convention by Congress to 
deal wtih the whole subject,”

The disgust with which the ac- 
tion of the delegation was received 
by the St. Loutsans®@and the few 
others who voted with them was 
expressed by Hank Weeke, who im- 
médiately was on his feet with the 
exclamation: “I won't be bound un- 
less we get wet.

Representatives Cochran and 
Lozier announced that, while they 
voted to discharge the Rules Com- 
mittee, they would vote against the 
Patman bill.

The total vote was 165 Demo- 
crats, 60 Republicans and one 
Farmer-Labor for consideration 
and 133 Republicans and 42 Demo- 
crats against. 

Meanwhile, Senate leaders said 
they had 65 votes—a majority of 
the 96 members—against the pro- 
posal. If they are able to muster 
that number on a roll call, the leg- 
islation is doomed for this session.

Mac ON TRIAL 
FOR NARCOTIC SALE 


Informer Testifies He Bought 
Morphine From “Bow- 
Wow“ Twice. 


Trial of William P. McQuillan, 
known to his associates as “Bow- 


wow,” and Henry Slerwaski, 
charged with sale of naicotics, be- 
gan today before a jury in Federal 
Judge Davis’ court. 

The principal witness at the 
morning -session was Earl Smith, 
an informer, who testified he pur- 
chased morphine from McQuillan 
on two occasions and that on one 
Sierwaski delivered the narcotic 
after McQuillan had taken the 
money. 

The first purchase was last July 
29, Smith said. On that occasion, 
he testified, he went to McQuillan’s 
filling station at Thirteenth street 
and Cass avenue with a Federal 
narcotic inspector, who watched the 
transaction from a distance, and 
gave McQuillan $90 for an ounce 
of morphine. He returned an hour 
later, Smith said, and McQuillan 
escorted him to McQuillan’s home, 
1304 Cass avenue, and there deliv- 
ered the drug. 

On the second occasion, accord- 
ing to Smith’s testimony, he pur- 
chased three ounces for $300 which 
he gave McQuillan and received 
the morphine in a shed behind Mc- 
Quillan's home a short time later. 
Sierwaski escorted him to the shed, 
the witness said, and handed over 
three one-ounce packages of mor- 
phine. 

Paul Dillon, defense attorney, in 
a preliminary statement, told the 
jury he would prove that Smith 
came to his office a month ago 
and volunteered the information 
that he never had purchased mor- 
phine from McQuillan and had 
seen him only once in his life. 

McQuillan is e former East Side 
gangster and was one of the pro- 
prietors c: the Mounds Club, a 
gambling establishment, when it 
was operated on the Collinsville 
road.

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BRITISH INDIGNANT 
OVER SUICIDE OF 
MORROW SERVANT 


Labor Members of Parlia- 
ment Seek Protest to U. 
S. Concerning Incident in 
Lindbergh Case. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 13.—Labor mem- 
bers of Parliament have signified 
their intention of asking the Brit- 
ish Government to make repre- 
sentations to the Government of 
the. United States over the suicide 
of Violet Sharpe. They planned to 
make the request during a gen- 
eral questioning on the matter in 
the course of today’s session. 

London newspapers expressed 
indignation against New Jersey 
police, Some accused the officers 
of having driven“ the girl to sui- 
cide by their questioning in con- 
nection with the Lindbergh case. 
The Daily Herald, labor organ, ac- 
cused them of “venting their cha- 
grin at their failure in the Lind- 
bergh case on a poor English 
servant girl.” 

The Telegraph, under the cap- 

tion, “Disgrace to American Jus- 
tice,” charged the police with 
torturing her. 
Scotland Yard officials again 
questioned Emily Sharpe, sister of 
the dead girl, at Beenham, En- 
gland, yesterday. After the ques- 
tioning, Inspector Horwell said the 
case was ended and he was satis- 
fied both Violet and Emily were 
“respectable giris.” 

“I know nothing of the kidnap- 
ing,” Emily said, “and that’s what 
I told the officers. They asked me 
to relate my whereabouts almost 
from the time I was born.” 

The Sharpe family cabled in- 
structions to the United States that 
a wreath of flowers be placed on 
Violet’s grave. 

It was stated at Government of- 
fices that the Sharpe tragedy was 
receiving official attention, but 
British authorites in New York 
had not been empowered to lodge 
a complaint, 

New Jersey Governor Backs Police 
in Handling of Case. 
By the Associated Press. 

TRENTON, N. J., June 13.—Gov. 
A. Harry Moore today issued a 
statement saying he stood square- 
ly behind” Col. H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf, Superintendent of 
State Police, in his handling of the 


investigation of the Lindbergh 
case. 
The Governor conferred for 


nearly half an heur with Schwarz- 
kopf and, at the close of the con- 
versation, dictated what he 
termed his one and only state- 
ment“ in reply to criticism of State 
police, particularly their question- 
ing of Violet Sharpe, waitress in 
the Morrow home, who killed her- 
self Friday. 

“I have talked with Col. 
Schwarzkopf,” the Governor said, 
“and am satisfied that the police 
have done nothing anywhere near- 
ly approaching so-called third de- 
gree, and I believe them in no way 
deserving of censure: I stand 
squarely behind Col. Schwarzkopf 
in his efforts. 

“Four written statements, each 
one conflicting with the others, 
were taken from the mail (Violet 
Sharpe) by the police, and on each 
occasion with persons present 
throughout the entire interview 
connected in no way with the po- 
lice.” 

Earlier in the day, Senator Em- 
erson L. Richards, Republican 
leader. had charged that “the 
Lindbergh case has been slaugh- 
tered to make a Democratic holi- 
day.“ and predicted the Senate 
would take the initiativein an in- 
vestigation of police handling of 
the kidnaping. 


Police Deny Thew Were at Fault in 
Waitress’ Suicide.

ALPINE, N. J., June 13.—New 
Jersey State police today denied 
charges, carried in the English 
press, that they had harried to 
death, or “driven to suicide,” or 
exerted any undue pressure on Vio- 
let Sharpe. Violet Sharpe, English 
dining-room maid, committed sui- 
cide by poison in the home of Mrs.

Col. Schwarzkopf was asked: “In 
view of Ernest Miller's statement 
and Brinkert’s alibi, do you still be- 
lieve Violet Sharpe had _ guilty 
knowledge of the crime? Will you 
publicly exonerate her?“ Schwarz- 
kopf was asked. “This is a matter 
of opinion,” he answered. 

Miller said it was possible Miss 
Sharpe’s reluctance was due to the 
fact she was not certain of his full 
name. 

It may sound strange,” said Mil- 
ler when asked why he did not 
identify himself sooner, “but the 
truth is 1 didn’t know she was 
dead. I didn’t see a newspaper Fri- 
day and [ didn’t know a thing 
about it until somebody told me 
yesterday.” 

Schwarzkopf said poison taken 
by Miss Sharpe had been in the 
Morrow household for about three 
years and was ordinarily used in 
cleaning silverware. 

Brinkert continued work on his 
written statement at the police 
barracks at Alpine. 

„He will concluda his written 
statement today,” Schwarzkopf an- 
nounced “and has volunteered to 
stay at Alpine until it is complete- 
ly verified.”

TO DONATE 10 PCT. 
OF PAY TO CHARITY 


Proposal, Made i in Place of 
Straight Cut, to Be Pre- 
sented at Roll Calls To- 
morrow.

Chief of Police Gerk, in a series 
of conferences with district police 
captains today, asked them to place 
before the policemen, at tomorrow’s 
roll calls, a proposai that they shall 
donate 10 per cent of their salaries, 
from June 15 until the end of the 
1932 fiscal year next April, for un- 
employment relief. 


This proposal, which Chief Gerk 
presented to the captains as repre- 
senting the wish of Gov. Caulfield 
and the new Police Board, would 


voluntary reduction in police sal- 
aries, which was proposed to the 
former Police Board by city offi- 
cials and was indorsed by Gov. 
Caulfield. The Governor’s discus- 
sion of the matter with the board 
led to the resignations of two mem- 
ners, former Mayor Kreismann 
and Daniel Bartlett, and to the 
naming of the new Police Board, 
with Oliver T. Remmers as chair- 
man in place of Henry W. Kiel, who 
resigned to run for the Republican 
senatorial nomination. 
Sounding Out Men.“ 

The proposed 10 per cent pay 
cut, if put into effect at the begin- 
ning of June, was estimated to 
save the city $409,000 in police 
salaries for the remainder of the 
fiscal year, The proposed relief 
donations, starting a half-month 
later, would amount to about 
$390,900, according to estimates.’ 

During the Crisis campaign in 
February, the Police Department 
pledged one day’s pay for all mem- 
bers, a total of $13,394. This was 
in the previous fiscal year, and will 
not affect the pledges now asked. 

Chairman Remmers today de- 
clined to say that the discussion 
of the matter by the Chief with 
the captains had any official sanc- 
tion. He said the board had not 
acted on the question, and suggest- 
ed that the Chief was “sounding 
out” the men. 

As outlined by Chief Gerk to the 
captains, every member of the Po- 
lice Department making more than 
$100 a month will be asked to sign 
an agreement to give 10 per cent of 
his salary, until next April, to the 
Citizens’ Committee on Relief and 
Employment. This committee dis- 
burses relief funds appropriated by 
the city and the funds raised by pri-

It was < 2cided last night to aban- 
don Hausner's red Bellanca mono- 
plane, in which he drifted for a 
week a‘ter falling a few hundred 
miles short of the European coast. 
The plant was left drifting in 
42:41:18 north. latitude, 20:04 west 
longitude, where Hausner was res- 
sued—that is, about 600 miles due 
west of Oporto, Portugal. Dark- 
ness falling shortly after the res- 
cue made it impossible to pick up 
the plane. 

An intimation of Hausner’s ex- 
haustion when picked up was giv- 
en in the first radio message sent 
out by the Circe Shell and inter- 
cepted by the liner Leviathan. The 
message did not give the flyer's 
name; inferentially he was unable 
to identifiy himself. The only 
identification was that of the plane 
Red Ballanca monoplane 7085.” 

It was at once apparent that 
Hausner had had a trying time 
during his six or seven days of 
drifting. The statement of Capt. 
Wilson of the Circe Shell that 
herent account of his experience 
and the fact that only the tail of 
his plane was above water indicated 
a very close call. 

When Hausner lifted his plane, 
loaded with 525 gallons of gaso- 
line and 25 gallons of oil from the 
runway of Floyd Bennett Field, 
Brooklyn, the morning of June 3, 
he also had four chicken sand- 
wiches, two ham sandwiches, sev- 
eral bars of chocolate, two apples 
and two oranges, a gallon of wa- 
ter and a container of black cof- 
fee. 

He was reported sighted over 
Sydney, Nova Scotia, the evening of 
June 3, heading out to sea, That 
was the last word of him until Sat- 
urday night when the Circe Shell 
reported picking him up. 


Wife Waits for Hausner; Says She 
Never Gave Up Hope.

NEWARK, N. J., June 13.— 
„How long will it be before he is 
back?” was the first question of 
Mrs. Martha Hausner, 22-year-old 
bride of a year of Stanislaus Haus- 
ner, when told of his rescue from 
the sea yesterday off the coast of 
Portugal. Told the slow freighter 
Circe Shell probably would be two 
weeks on the way to New Orleans, 
she said she would wait in Jersey 
City for her husband’s return. 

She said she had prayed daily 
for his safety and had never given 
up hope. She refused to be con- 
cerned over reports that he was 
completely exhausted; that he was 
able to send her his love was 
enough, she said.

The Bachelor Laun- 
dry, 4875 Easton avenue, was blown 
up with dyanimte and temporarily 
put out of business the night of 
May 19 and has been having its 
work done at the Reliable Laun- 
dry since then. 

L. Coutt, assistant manager of 
the Reliable Laundry, today denied 
a report that his laundry had cut 
rates or had engaged in the dyeing 
and cleaning business. He said it 
was not an open shop, asserting 
the laundry workers were not or- 
ganized in St. Louis as a recognized 
unit by the employers. 

“There has ben no labor trouble 
or dissatisfaction by employes with 
their wages,“ said Coutt, “nor have 
we cut rates at any time. We start- 
ed business with a fixed rate about 
a year ago and have adhered to 
our original prices. The Bachelor 
Laundry has been doing its work 
at our plant since the explosion at 
its place, which might account for 
the dynamiting of our plant.” 

The bomb exploded in a rear 
room of the Reliable plant, blowing 
out two front windows and wreck- 
ing one of six washing machines, 
causing several hundred dollars’ 
damage.

Action Will Keep 200 Men on 
Job at Roxana, Ill. — No 
Cut in Hourly Scale. 


Operating and maintenance em- 
ployes of the Shell Petroleum Cor- 
poration’s refinery at Roxana, IIL, 
this week will go on six-hour shifts, 
instead of eight, in order to keep 
200 surplus workers on the pay- 
roll. 8 

The action was taken to spread 
600 jobs among 800 regular em- 
ployes who work 5% days a week, 
E. H. Schippers, plant manager, 
explained. The workers have re- 
ceived no reduction in the hourly 
wage scales, which Schippers de- 
scribed as being in line with gen- 
eral wages paid in the Alton dis- 
trict. Several hundred office em- 
ployes nd other -vorkers will con- 
tinue working eight hours daily. 

Last week about 400 employes 
were added to the payroll of the 
Owens-Illinois Glass Co. plant at 
Alton through inauguration of the 


six-hour shift. The plant, which 


operates 24 hours a day, now has 
its normal quota of employes, about 
2000, working in four shifts. This 
system has been adopted in the 14 
plants of the Owens-Illinois Glass 
Co. to bring the number of em- 
ployes from 6000 to 8000 without 
increasing the payroll.

Why Bees Are Inspected. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T may interest “A Taxpayer” to know 

that bees are not inspected as they 
flit about from bloom to bloem, seeking 
the esculent nectar. Neither are they 
inspected for license plates, front and 
rear, or tail lights, head lamps and brake 
adjustments. The bee inspector does not 
stand out on the highways and byways 
seeking to catch a solitary bee violating 
the law. He has far more temerity. He 
is doing what the prohibition agents are 
accused of doing—prying into the very 
sanctity of the home. He has no com- 
punction about lifting the super off a 
colony of bees and poking his nose right 
into their private lives. 

Seriously, the inspection of bees is car- 
ried on for a very definite purpose. 
American foulbrood, a disease highly 
fatal to the young brood of bees, has 
spread rapidly in recent years. Its spread 
has been aggravated by ignorant and 
careless persons who do not know what 
it is or how to control it. If honey from 
infected hives is carelessly left where 
bees can get to it, they soon carry it 
home to healthy hives. An entire apiary 
is often wiped out by the disease. The 
conscientious apiarist is helpless in a 
community where there are careless bee- 
keepers who pay no attention to disease 
control. He cannot stake his bees in his 
own pasture as he would a cow. There- 


interested in keeping an abundance of 
bees in the community because fruit 
trees and most other flowering plants are

Soon after the depression set in, a Great American 
Delusion came into being. Our troubles, said many 
in bigh places, arose through no fault of our own but 
from world causes over which we had no control. It 
was a facile and comforting explanation, absolving 
our leaders of the responsibility of doing anything to 
remedy the disease, and it was couched in such 
smooth and plausible phrases—like “world disloca- 
tion caused by the war,” “over-production of raw ma- 
terials,” “insufficient gold supply” and 80 on—that it 
became the generally accepted explanation. 

The depression deepened, and after a while it be- 
came possible for realists, like Dean Donham of Har- 
yard, to get a hearing. They brought some hard, 
gritty facts into the discussion. The chief of these 
was that the depression, though accentuated by 
world conditions, was fundamentally made in Ameri- 
ca and that it lay within the power of America, in- 
dependently of what the rest of the world might do, 
to achieve a large measure of recovery. It gradually 
came to be understood that what was wrong, funde- 
mentally, was the steady decline in the purchasing 
power of the great mass of the people, and that not 
until this purchasing power had been built back to a 
satisfactory level could the country hope to attain 
the widely diffused well-being to which its natural 
wealth and its technical manufacturing skill entitled 
it. | 
The Post-Dispatch stated these conclusions, and 
buttressed them with the words of eminent thinkers, 
in its article on the country’s plight last November. 

A complementary article published in the editorial 
section of the Post-Dispatch yesterday sets out in 
cold figures the root causes of our continuing plight. 
Between 1929 and 1931, according to the conservative 
estimates of Dr. Isador Lubin, an economist of the 
Brookings Institution, there was a decline of over 36 
per cent, or from 50 billion dollars to $33,150,000,000, 
in the wage and salary bill of the United States. Oth- 
er authorities estimate the decline at an even higher 
figure, but Lubin's figures are startling enough. 
Placed alongside the estimate of President Hoover 
last summer, in his Indianapolis speech, that the an- 
nual production of movable goods in the United States 
had fallen from 50 billion to 38 billion dollars, they 
tell the story, basically, of what is wrong with the 
United States. Since the estimates were made, there 
have been further drops both in the wage bill and 
in production. Inevitably, they go downhill together. 
Production is off for the simple reason that the peo 
ple, through.the loss of jobs and through wage cuts, 
have lost a great part of their power to buy. 

The thing seems obvious, and yet there are those 
who seek to minimize the effects of unemployment. 
They do the nation no service. Before we can hope 
to cure the disease, we must know precisely what the 
disease is. After such a display of evidence as that 
furnished by the authorities quoted in our article yes- 
terday, how can there be left any faint shadow of 
doubt as to the cause of our troubles? 

That cause is the lack of purchasing power, and 
the lack of purchasing power of the masses is the 
result of their lack of jobs. 

As this is written, a significant bit of evidence of 
the truth of this conclusion comes in a news dispatch 
from Washington. It quotes the Federal Reserve 
Board’s report that the value of department store 
sales in May of this year was 24 per cent smaller 
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“The Fifth Federal Reserve District of Richmond 
made the best comparative showing, its decrease. 
from last year being only 18 per cent. This was due, 
presumably, to the expenditure by Government em- 
ployes in Washington, D. C., a part of the Fifth Dis-

Unemployment is the great problem in the United 
States today. It overshadows all others. Most of our 
economic ilis—our bank failures, our loss of divi- 
dends, our Government deficit—flow from it or are 
merely symptoms of the disease. Restore employ- 
ment, and we shall be started back on the high road 
to better times. 

Now, as the Post-Dispatch has pointed out, there is 
just so much work to be done, and owing to the ma- 
chine and, improved technological processes, the 
amount of this work—the work necessary to supply 
all our needs and comforts—steadily decreases. Our 
problem is to spread this available work among those 
who are able and willing to work. 

And that can only mean a shortening of the work 
day or work week. There is no other way in which 
jobs can be given to all the workers and their pur- 
chasing power be increased. The change to a short- 
er work day, say the six-hour day, or the shorter 
work week (for the details are unimportant), will not 
be revolutionary, but only the extension of a develop- 
ment which has been going on for over a century. 
We have progressed gradually from a work day of 
15 or 16 hours, to the 12-hour day, the 10-hour day, 
the eight-hour day. By enabling our work to be done 
with less and less man power, the machine now re- 
quires that we tale an additional step in the same 
direction. 

Primarily, the problem is one that industry must 
work out for itself. As for the Government, it can 
set the example, as the Post-Dispatch previously has 
said, by making itself a model employer, just as it 
set an example by establishing the eight-hour day on 
the railroads. Through force of circumstances, it 
seems, indeed, already about to accept the principle 
of the five-day week in the Government service, as 
advocated by the President in his payless furlough 
plan. : : 

For the moment, the problem of the wage scales 
in industry is of secondary importance. The prob- 
lem now is to get men back to work. Wage scales 
in existing circumstances are bound to be variable. A 
living wage, of course, is essential, but beyond that 
there can now be no hard and fast standard. Get 
men back to work—get the available supply of work 
passed around so that purchasing power will be dif- 
fused among the people—and wage adjustments can 
later be made to take care of inequities. The ob- 
jective now to be won is the relief of unemployment. 


Jobs must be found not only for the sake of in- 
dustry but for the sake of government. Until the 
people are put to work, the drain on the public funds 
for relief, as well as on private charity, will go on. 
If the Federal Government must appropriate vast 
sums for relief, the “balancing of the budget” through 
the new tax bill will become an idle fiction. 

Jobs for all who want and need jobs, through the 
obvious device of the shorter work day or work week 
—to this solution of the problem there is one alter- 
native, and one only. That alternative is the dole.

“NOBODY KNOWS. 


Nobody knew where Mr. Hoover stood on prohibi- 
tion in 1928, and nobody knows today. Four years 
ago the wet East voted for Mr. Hoover on the assur- 
ance of the editors of wet Eastern Republican papers 
that he was open-minded on the question and his in- 
fluence as President would be directed to a liberal 
solution of the problem. At the same time, Bishop 
Cannon was organizing the dry South for Mr. Hoover, 
Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt was exhorting the 
Methodist ministry to enlist that church in the cause, 
and the Anti-Saloon League enthusiasticslly support- 
ed his candidacy. 

In the present circumstances, which surely demand 
an expression, Mr. Hoover is silent. In his busy days 
and nights in Washington since he was selected to 
draft the party platform, James R. Garfield has put 
in most of his time, as indicated by the news, in try- 
ing to find a compromise position which would be 
acceptable to the party extremists of both sides. It 
does not appear that he has succeeded. All that is 
positively known is that Senator Borah denounced 
the prohibition plank, purporting to embody the con- 
clusion of the party leaders, as “rank hypocrisy” and 
will not attend the convention. 

Mr. Hoover was reported a week ago as favoring 
“resubmission,” a report which was promptly denied 
by a White House statement. The latest communique, 
issued by Charles B. Warren, whose nomination for 
Attorney-General, it may be remembered, was rejected 
by the Senate, recites that Mr. Hoover is a Repub- 
lican and will run on the platform adopted by the 
convention. 


The only explicit public utterance Mr. Hoover has 
made on prohibition was contained in his message to 
Congress on the Wickersham Commission's report. 
“The commission,” he said, “by a large majority does 
not favor the repeal of the eighteenth amendment as 
a cure for the inherent abuses of the liquor traffic. 
I am in accord with this view.“ 

It were pointless to discuss the Wickersham report. 
It may fairly be summed up, we believe, as a Delphic 
document in which the members individually dis- 
sented from, or dialectically qualified, their conclu- 
sion as a board. However, it disclosed Mt. Hoover 
as opposed to repeal. But that was on Jan. 20, 1931, 
more than a year ago as measured in time and for 
prohibition a century of agony as measured by the 
momentum of public sentiment. 

There is nothing in his seven recorded words on 
the subject, as an anti-repealer, which would prevent 
Mr. Hoover from running on a “resubmission” plat-

ONDER the unfortunate Chinese situa- 
P tion created by Japan's armed interven- 

tion in Manchuria and at Shanghai, and 
its repercussions in America and Europe. 
Has not Japan in this respect, as in many 
others, cut a leaf out of the American his- 
tory of intervention? Is she not putting 
into execution an American theory in ac- 
cordance with the accepted American form? 
Has not the Hon. J. Reuben Clark, one-time 
Undersecretary of State, told us that “no 
nation has with more frequency than the 
American Government used its military 
forces for the purpose of occupying tempo- 
rarily parts of foreign countries in order 
to secure adequate safety and protection for 
its citizens and their properties“ 

American interventions in Latin repub- 
lics are exactly the same as the Japanese 
intervention in China, both as to the prin- 
ciple invoked and as to the methods fol- 
lowed. If the American marines in Nica- 
ragua or Santo Domingo failed to make 
their operations look like war, that was no 
fault of theirs, but the fault of Nicaragua 
or Santo Domingo for being so small and 
easy to conquer. By the same token, if the 
Japanese troops failed to keep their job in 
China from looking like war, neither were 
they to blame for it—the blame was on 
China for being so big and sprawling. 

The Japanese Generals and Admirals, 
popping guns in Manchuria or on the 
Yangtze River, are but imitators of their 
American fellows. If imitation be the high- 
est form of compliment, Gen. Honjo and 
Admiral Shiozawa are deserving of plaudits 
from this side of the Pacific.

with slight variation. In all these countries 
the motive behind her “gunboat diplomacy,” 
if we are to believe Manuel Ugarte or Scott 
Nearing, is to give American capital new 
fields of investment or to secure new bases 
of operation for the American navy, or often 
both. 

One cannot but notice a striking similar- 
ity between the inception of the Manchurian 
“war” (still called an “armed intervention” 
by the Japanese) and that of the Spanish- 
American War. Both were occasioned by 
an explosion, but in neither case wag the 
cause of the explosion clear. At Havana, 
in February, 1898, the American battleship 
Maine was blown pieces. The night of 
last Sept. 18, near Mukden, the tracks of 
the South Manchuria Railway were torn 
up by a mysterious explosion. The Jap- 
anese railway guards who hurried to the 
scene saw a band of Chinese soldiers scur- 
rying toward their barracks near by. Shots 
were exchanged and, before night had lifted, 
the “war” was on.

In the Cuban War, America had gone the 
Japanese one better by occupying the Phil- 
ippines, many thousands of miles away 
from the scene of the explosion—a coun- 
try where she had no established interests, 
material or otherwise. To our militarists., 
the American seizure of the Philippines was 
a master stroke of military strategy and 
diplomacy combined. They even think that 
America’s real objective in the Spanish War 
was not Cuba but the Philippines, which she 
had long coveted as the base of operations 
necessary to extend her interest and influ- 
ence in the Far East, especially tn China. 

And as for Cuba, the United States 
fought the Spanish War to put an end to 
the “insufferable condition” which Spanish 
misrule had foisted upon the island. That 
is precisely what the Japanese have been 
saying about Manchuria and its rapacious 
war lords. The United States holds a spe- 
cial position in Cuba that has justified her 
in intervening on various occasions for the 
maintenance of law and order. This 
American precedent is now being faithfully 
followed by the Japanese in Manchuria. 

Again, in 1916, President Wilson launched 
an armed expedition across the Mexican 
border. For some time Mexico had been 
in a state of anarchy, jeopardizing Ameri- 
can lives and property. President Wilson 
lost patience and sent a large army under 
Gen. Pershing across the border. The South 


Our Inequitable Tax System

T may be that present conditions wil! 

continue until the slavish masses come to 
-heir senses and seize the reins of gov- 
ernment. Property owners really are get- 
ting just what they deserve for toleratinz 
a system under which they must bear al! 
the burdens and reap none of the benefits. 

Do you see any Government bonds or s°- 
curities of other sorts being sold for taxes’ 
Do you see any bank deposits being levied 
upon by the Sheriff for failure to pay wht 
they owe to county and state? Tou do no*. 

It is because wealth of this nature, 
countless billions of it, is exempt from taxa- 
tion. The bonds are exempt because one 
Congress after another has been unwilling 
to take them out of the privileged class. The 
bank deposits, billions of real money, are 
exempt because owners of real estate do 
not object to such a policy. 

Thus, we have the strange spectacie of 
the public service, including all of our edu- 
cational institutions, reduced to the lowest 
ebb of efficiency from the inability of real 
estate to carry its normal load, while d- 
lions of dollars in gilt-edged securities an‘ 
bank deposits are free from any re- 
sponsibility to town, county, state and na- 
tion. 

Right here is the main root of present 
evils. In order to escape taxation, all the 
money in the countr, is either hoarded in 
local banks or invested in those privileged 
bonds, If it were out where it ought to 
be—in real estate, in commerce, agricu!- 
ture or industry—the nation would have 
normal buying power and business con¢i- 
tions would take on their old-time vigor. 

The way to get all this wealth back in'o 
circulation is to tax it out of its present 
places of refuge. This, however, will nev- 
er be done until conditions, al-eady the 
worst in history, become so desperate that 
the masses which bear all the burdens and 
do all the suffering will take charge of 
national and state law-making bodies, an¢ 
decree that practically all public burdens 
shall be shifted from the toiling owners of 
real estate to the cash and securities behind 
which the Indolent rich are sheltered from 
their natural responsibilities. 

Nothing contributes to radical thinking 
like the spectacle of millions of people 
starving in the midst of plenty, or of farms 
and homes being sold for taxes while the 
wealth of the nation takes its ease in Gov- 
ernment bonds or as time deposits at a good 
rate of interest in the banks.

ing in the murder of his wife, Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Castlen announc- 
ed today that he would present the 
evidence to the grand jury. 

Maddux was implicated in the 
murder of his wife, Reba, by Clara 
Fish, a housemaid who made her 
home with the Madduxes. Clara, 
who has confessed the murder four 
or five times, has charged in her 
most recent story that Maddux 
committed the crime. 

Mrs. Maddux was found dead in 
a wooded section in the western 
part of Kirkwood, Oct. 31, last. 
Clara was arrested the following 
day, after an inquest. On question- 
ing she admitted purchasing the 
razor with which Mrs. Maddux’ 
throat was cut and the ether which 
was found near the body. 

She then asserted that Mrs. 
Maddux took the ether and com- 
mitted suicide, changing her story 
later to allege a mysterious woman 
in a green sedan had led Mrs. Mad- 
dux into the woods and killed her. 
When police declined to believe 
that story, Clara said she cut Mrs. 
Maddux’s throat at Mrs. Maddux’s 
request. 

After she had signed that confes- 
sion, she was permitted to talk 
with relatives and after conversing 
for more than an hour, charged 
that Maddux had murdered his 
wife and that she, Clara, had mere- 
ly anethetized the woman prior to 
the murder. . 

Clara said she overpowered Mrs. 
Maddux and gave her the ether 
before 4 p. m., Oct. 30, and that 
Maddux drove out to the wooded 
place more than three hours later, 
leaving Clara apd his son in the 
automobile, and donning a pair of 
coveralls, went down a path to the 
point where Clara had left Mrs. 
Maddux. He returned later, Clara 
asserted, saying he had “done the 
job.” 

Clara's relatives gave Sheriff 
Lill a blood-stained pair of cover- 
alls which they said they found 
hidden near the murder scene, 
about two weeks after the killing. 
Chemists who examined the cloth- 
ing were unable to say whether 
the blood was that of a human de- 
ing, and Justice of the Peace Lewis 
characterized the evidence as “a 
fairy tale.” 


TOBACCO CUSTOMERS URGED 
TO PROTEST AGAINST TAX 


Drug stores and tobacco shops 
are distributing leaflets among 
their customers, opposing the city 
tobacco tax being considered by the 
Board of Aldermen. They urge to- 


bacco users to protest to the Al- 


dermen. They are signed by the 
Retail Tobacco Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, the Retail Druggists’ Associa- 
tion and the tobacco distributors’ 
group. 

The proposed tax is 20 per cent 
on the retail price of all forms of 
tobacco, to help raise funds for 
public relief. The Kansas City to- 
bacco tax, adopted in 1927 and 
later repealed, is described in the 
leaflets as a failure. A Kansas 
city newspaper is quoted as saying 
consumers there forced dealers to 
“bootleg” tobacco by refusing to ac- 
cept articles bearing the city tax 
stamp. Tobacco already is heavily 
taxed, the publication continues, 
and the new imposition would hurt 
many dealers by causing thousands 
of citizens to obtain supplies out- 
side the city. 

Central Trades and Labor Union 
voted yesterday to oppose the tax. 
It would increase unemployment in 
the tobacco trade, the union de- 
clared. f 


CO-OPERATIVE LABOR CLUB 


Oentral Trades Delegates Form Po- 
litical Organization. 

The Co-operative Labor Club was 
formed by delegates to Central 
Trades and Labor Union yesterday, 
following the union meeting, to in- 
dorse political candidates favorable 
to labor. A slate of candidates for 
nomination in the August primary 
will be prepared, without regard to 
party. 

Congressman John J, Cochran, 
Democrat, was inijorsed for re- 
election by the central union yes- 
terday and Joseph Moran, Repub- 
lican, was approved for State Rep- 
resentative in the Fourth District. 
J. J. Kenney was made chairman 
of the club and Martin A. Dillmon 
secretary. The club hopes to con- 
tinue its activities in future cam- 
paigns. 


BROTHERS KILLED IN PLANE 


Pilot of Barnstorming Craft Hurt 
at Quincy, Wash. 

QUINCY, Wash., June 13.—Two 
passengers were killed and the 
pilot was injured in the crash of 
a barnstorming airplane here yes- 
terday. 

The dead: Jack Simmons, 22 
years old, and Allie Simmons, 139, 
brothers of Quincy. Physicians 
said the pilot, Roy Johnson, Yaki- 
ma, Wash., was seriously hurt. 
Witnesses said the plane nose- 
adtwved from a height of 100 feet.
